TENSION 

22 sts and 30 rows to 10 cms 
14 ins) over st st using 4mm 
needles. 

It is essential to obtain correct 
tension in yarn used and a small 
test piece should be worked. If 
piece measures more than 
required width, try again using 
smaller needles. If piece 
measures less than required 
width, try again using larger 
needles. 

NOTES 

Figures in round brackets refer to 
the larger sizes. Figures or 
instructions in square brackets, 

( ], should be repeated as stated 
after the brackets. 

The quantities of yarn stated are 
based on average requirements 
and are therefore approximate. 

ABBREVIATIONS 

Alt = alternate; beg = beginning;

RIBBED HATS 

STRIPED HAT 

Using S’Amm needles and A, cast 
on 73(83-93) sts. 

1st row (right side): Using A, 
knit. 

2nd row: Using A, si 1, pi, *K1B, 
pi; rep from * to last st, k1. 



These 2 rows form rib patt. 

Cont in patt, work 2 more rows in 
A, then 4 rows in B, 2 rows in C, 2 
rows in B, 4 rows in A and 3 rows 
in B. 

Next row (foldline): Using B, 
knit. f S fiOv^ . 

Starting with 1st row and using B, 
work 2 more rows in patt. Cont in 
rib patt work 2 rows in C, 2 rows 
in B, 4 rows in A and 4 rows in B. 
These 12 rows form striped rib 
patt. Cont in striped rib patt, work 
until piece measures 12 cms from 
beg. 

Change to 4mm needles and 
keeping striped rib patt correct 
throughout, work until piece 
measures 20(21-22) cms from 
beg, ending with a right side row. 

Shape Crown 

Keeping patt correct, work as 
follows:- 

1st row: SI 1, pi, *k3tog, pi, 
IKIB, pi) 3 times, rep from * to 
last st, k1. 59(67-75) sts. 

Work 5 rows in patt. 

7th row: SI 1, pi, *k3tog, pi, 
(K1B, pi] twice, rep from * to last 
st, k1. 45(51-57) sts. 

Work 5 rows in patt. 

13th row: SI 1, pi, *k3tog, pi, 
K1B, pi; rep from * to last st, k1. 
31(35-39) sts. 

Work 5 rows in patt. 

19th row: SI 1, pi, *k3tog, pi; 
rep from * to last st, k1. 17(19-21) 
sts. 

20th row: SI 1, *k2tog; rep from 
* to end. 

Break yarn, thread through rem 
9(10-11) sts, draw up firmly and 
fasten off. 

TO FINISH 

Join back seam reversing seam 
on lower 10 cms for roll-back. 
Turn back first 4 cms at foldline, 
then turn back again. 



PLAIN HAT 

Using 1 colour throughout, work 
as given for Striped Hat, working 
17 rows before foldline. 

PINK BONNET 

Using 4mm needles cast on 65 
(75-87) sts. 

1st row: K1, *p1, k1; rep from * 
to end. 

2nd row: PI, *k1, pi; rep from * 
to end. 

Rep the last 2 rows until rib 
measures 6 cms, ending with the 
2nd row. 

Work 2 rows in st st. 

Commence Heart Motifs 
1st row: K8(7-7), pi, *k11, pi; 
rep from * to last 8(7-7) sts, k8(7- 
7). 

2nd row: P7(6-6), k1, pi, k1, *p9, 
k1, pi, k1; rep from * to last 7(6-6) 
sts, p7(6-6). 

3rd row: K6(5-5), pi, Ikl, pi] 
twice, *k7, pi, [k1, pi] twice; rep 
from * to last 6(5-5) sts, k6(5-5). 

4th row: P5(4-4), k1, (pi, k1] 3 
times, *p5, k1, (pi, k1] 3 times; 
rep from * to last 5(4-4) sts, p5(4- 
4). 

5th row: As 3rd row. 

6th row: As 4th row. 

7th row: K4(3-3), pi, (k1, pi] 4 
times, *k3, pi, (k1, pi] 4 times; 
rep from * to last 4(3-3) sts, k4(3- 
3). 

8th row: As 4th row. 

9th row: As 7th row. 

10th row: As 4th row. 

11th row: K4(3-3), pi, k1, pi, 
*k3, pi, k1, pi; rep from * to last 
4(3-3) sts, k4(3-3). 

12th row: P4(3-3), k1, p7, k1, 
*p3, k1, p7, k1; rep from * to last 
4(3-3) sts, p4(3-3). 



Work 2 rows in st st. 



Commence Stripe Patt 

1st row: K1, *pl, kl; rep from * 

to end. 

Rep this row twice more. 

Starting with a purl row, work 5 
rows in st st. 

These 8 rows form stripe patt. 

Work 2(6-10) more rows in stripe 
patt. 

Shape Back 

Keeping stripes correct 
throughout, cast off 7(8-10) sts at 
beg of next 4 rows, then 7(9-9) sts 
at beg of foil 2 rows. 23(25-29) sts. 
Work 10(12-12) rows straight. Dec 
1 st at each end of next and every 
foil 6th(8th-10th) row until 17(19- 
23) sts rem. Work 5(5-7) rows 
straight, thus ending with a 
wrong side row. Slip sts onto a 
holder. 

FINISHING AND 
NECKBAND 

Sew cast off sts at back shaping 
to side edge of back section. Fold 
lower half of ribbing to right side 
for brim and catch down at side 
edges. 

Neckband and Strap: With right 
side facing and 3’Amm needles, 
pick up and k25(27-31) sts evenly 
along lower edge of left side 
(working through double 
thickness of ribbing), k17(19-23) 
sts on holder at back decreasing 4 
sts evenly, pick up and k25(27-31) 
sts evenly along lower edge of 
right side (working through 
double thickness of ribbing), turn 
and cast on 16(20-24) sts. 79(89- 
105) sts. 

Starting with 2nd row, work 3 
rows in rib as given for brim. 

Next row (buttonhole): Rib to 
last 4 sts, yf, k2tog, pi, kl. 

Work 3 more rows in rib. Cast off 
in rib. 

Sew button to other end of 
neckband. 

WHITE HAT 

Using 4mm needles and M, cast 
on 78(90-98) sts. 

1st row: K2, *p2, k2; rep from * 
to end. 



2nd row: P2, *k2, p2; rep from * 
to end. 

Rep these 2 rows until rib 
measures 7(8-8) cms, ending with 
a 1st row and increasing 3(1-3) sts 
evenly across last row. 81(91-101) 
sts. 

Work 4 rows in st st. 

Commence Eyelet Patt 

1st row (right side): K5, yf, si 1, 
kl, psso, *k8, yf, si 1, kl, psso; rep 
from * to last 4 sts, k4. 

Starting purl, work 7 rows in st st. 

9th row: K9, k2tog, yf, *k8, 
k2tog, yf; rep from * to last 10 sts, 
klO. 

Starting purl, work 7 rows in st st. 

These 16 rows form eyelet patt. 

Cont in patt until piece measures 
16(17-18) cms from beg, ending 
with a wrong side row. 

Shape Crown 

1st row: Kl, *k2tog, k8; rep from 

* to end. 73(82-91) sts. 

2nd and every alt row: Purl. 

3rd row: Kl, *k2tog, k7; rep from 

* to end. 65(73-81) sts. 

5th row: Kl, *k2tog, k6, rep from 

* to end. 57(64-71) sts. 

Cont to dec 8(9-10) sts in this way 
on every alt row until 17(19-21) 
sts rem. Break yarn, thread 
through rem sts, draw up firmly 
and fasten off. 

TO FINISH 

Using contrasting colours, 
embroider straight stitches 
around each eyelet hole as 
illustrated. 

Join back seam reversing seam 
on lower half of rib for brim. Turn 
back brim. Using the 3 contrast 
colours, make a tassel and sew 
firmly to top of crown. 

LACY BONNET 

Using 4mm needles cast on 116 
(136-158) sts and work scalloped 
edging as follows:- 

1st row (wrong side): Purl. 

2nd row: K4(3-3), *k1, slip this st 
onto left-hand needle, lift the next 
8 sts on left-hand needle over this 



st and off needle, yf, knit the first 
st again, k2; rep from * to last 2(1- 
1) sts, k2(1-1). 46(52-60) sts. 

3rd row: K3(2-2), *p2tog, work 
[kl, KB11 twice into the yf of 
previous row, pi; rep from * to 
last 3(2-2) sts, k3(2-2). 66(76-88) 
sts. 

These 3 rows complete scalloped 
edging. 

Work 2 rows in st st dec 1 st at 
centre of first of these rows. 
65(75-87) sts. 

Commence Zig-Zag Patt 
1st row: K3(3-4), *yf, si 1, kl, 
psso, k5, k2tog, yf, kl; rep from * 
to last 2(2-3) sts, k2(2-3). 

2nd and every alt row: Purl. 

3rd row: K4(4-5), *yf, si 1, kl, 
psso, k3, k2tog, yf, k3; rep from * 
to last 1(1-2) sts, k1(1-2). 

5th row: K5(5-6), *yf, si 1, kl, 
psso, kl, k2tog, yf, k5; rep from * 
to last 0(0-1) sts, kO(O-l). 

7th row: K6(6-7), yf, si 1, k2tog, 
psso, yf, *k7, yf, si 1, k2tog, psso, 
yf; rep from * to last 6(6-7) sts, 
k6(6-7). 

8th row: Purl. 

Commence Eyelet Patt 
1st row: K2(2-3), yf, si 1, kl, 
psso, *k8, yf, si 1, kl, psso; rep 
from * to last 1(1-2) sts, k1(1-2). 

Starting purl, work 5 rows in st st. 

7th row: K6(6-7), k2tog, yf, *k8, 
k2tog, yf; rep from * to last 7(7-8) 
sts, k7(7-8). 

Starting purl, work 5 rows in st st. 

These 12 rows form eyelet patt. 
Work 8(14-18) more rows in eyelet 
patt. Tie a marker at each end of 
last row. 

Shape Back 

Work 2 rows in st st decreasing 
0(2-6) sts evenly across last row. 
65(73-81) sts. 

3rd row: Kl, *sl 1, kl, psso, k6(7- 
8); rep from * to end. 57(65-73) 
sts. 

4th and every alt row: Purl. 

5th row: Kl, *sl 1, kl, psso, k5(6- 
7); rep from * to end. 49(57-65) 
sts. 



7th row: K1, *sl 1, k1, psso, k4(5- 
6); rep from * to end. 41(49-57) 
sts. 

Cont to dec 8 sts in this way on 
every foil alt row until 17 sts rem. 
Break yarn, thread through rem 
sts, draw up firmly and fasten off. 



TO FINISH 

Join back seam to markers. 

Neck Edging and Strap: With 
right side facing and using 3V*mm 
needles, pick up and k48(56-60) 
sts evenly along neck edge, turn 
and cast on 14(16-18) sts for 
strap. 62(72-78) sts. 



Work 3 rows in garter st. 

Next row (buttonhole): Knit to 
last 5 sts, k2tog, yf, k3. 

Work 2 more rows in garter st. 
Cast off knitwise. 

Sew button to other end of neck 
edging.

Striped Hat 1 1 1 50 gram ball 

Each in colours A, B and C. 

Plain Hat 1 2 2 50 gram balls 

Pair needles each size B'Amm (UK10-USA3) and 4mm (UK8-USA6). 

Pink Bonnet 1 1 1 50 gram ball 

Pair needles each size 3V*mm (UK10-USA3) and 4mm (UK8-USA6). 1 button. 

White Hat 

Main colour (M) 111 50 gram ball 

Oddments in each Contrast colour A, B, and C. 

Pair needles size 4mm (UK8-USA6). 

Lacy Bonnet 1 1 1 50 gram ball 

Pair needles each size 3V*mm (UK10-USA3) and 4mm (UK8-USA6). 1 button. 

Patons Baby Pure Wool DK 
Ribbed Hats 

Striped Hat 1 1 1 50 gram ball 

Each in colours A, B and C. 

Plain Hat 1 2 2 50 gram balls 

Pair needles each size 3’Amm (UK10-USA3) and 4mm (UK8-USA6). 

Pink Bonnet 1 1 1 50 gram ball 

Pair needles each size 3'Amm (UK10-USA3) and 4mm (UK8-USA6). 1 button. 

White Hat 

Main colour (M) 1 1 2 50 gram balls 

Oddments in each Contrast colour A, B, and C. 

Pair needles size 4mm (UK8-USA6). 

Lacy Bonnet 1 1 1 50 gram ball 

Pair needles each size 3'Amm (UK10-USA3) and 4mm (UK8-USA6). 1 button. 
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
